Sanitary reports from Rio de Janeiro. 

Eio DE Janeiro, June 2S, 1896. 

Sir : I have the honor to transmit report for the week ended June 
20, 1896. 

There were 10 deaths from accesso pernicioso, an increase of 8 ; 10 
from yellow fever, an increase of 3 ; 1 from smallpox, a decrease of 4 ; 
12 from beriberi, an increase of 1 ; 6 from enteric fever, an increase of 
4 ; 43 from tuberculosis, a decrease of 13 ; 1 from whooping cough and 
none from influenza ; 1 in the foregoing week. From all causes there 
were 285 deaths, an increase of 1. 

The health of the town is good ; in fact, as good as it ever is, notwith- 
standing the few cases of yellow fever and smallpox reported. These 
diseases are almost always to be found here. I can not account for the 
slight increase in yellow fever and accesso pernicioso, which probably 
means nothing. 

Since last report the following-named ships have been visited or 
received bills of health from this ofBce : June 18, bark North Star, Brit- 
ish, for Guam; June 19, bark Benjamin I. Hunt, American, for Buen 
Agra, West Indies; June 20, steamship Wordsworth, Belgian, for New 
York, and bark D. Pedro II, American, for Baltimore, Md.

Sir : I have the honor to transmit the report for the week ended 
June 27, 1896 : 

There were 9 deaths from accesso pernicioso, a decrease of 1 ; 7 from 
yellow fever, a decrease of 3 ; 3 from smallpox, an increase of 2 ; 6 from 
beriberi, a decrease of 6 ; 2 from enteric fever, a decrease of 4 ; 32 from 
tuberculosis, a decrease of 11 ; and none from whooping cough, one in 
the foregoing week. From all causes there were 262 deaths, a decrease 
of 23. A very good showing for this week ; in fact, it is rarely that as 
good a report can be had here. A telegram in the morning's paper 
states that smallpox and fevers of a bad type are very rife in Natal in 
Eio Grande de Norte. 

Since last report, th". following-named ships have been visited or 
received bills of health from this office : June 25, British bark Dalhanna, 
for Portland, Me.; German steamship Capua, for New York; British 
steamship Ethiopia, fpr New Orleans, La., and Italian bark Angelo, for 
Mobile, Ala.
